The total amount of money spent by the 
state highway department in 1920, 1921 and 
1922 up to December 31, 1922, has been 
$20,040,124,09. The cost of handling this 
has been: Administration, .0332: plans 
and surveys, .0178; tetal .0510. No state 
can boast of lower overhead. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
motor vehicle fund pays all overherd ex- 
pense of federal aid projects except the 
federal government pays one-half the ex- 
per ses Of inspection while a project is under 
construction, But for this expense required 
by the federal government and our state 
laws, much more of the motor vebicle fund 
would go into actual construction or main- 
tenance. If the etate, however, wishes to 
participate in federal aid funds for road 
construction the state must pay for plans, 
surveys, engineering supervision out of the 
motor vehi ‘ie fund. 

More Work Is Planned, 

The cost of roads and bridges to January

North Carolina, South Carolina, Alabama 
and Florida all levy such a tax. The an- 
tomobile owner pays this expense. He !s 
willing to do so. By havi geod roads he 
saves in gas, ofl, wear and tear of car 
and time, far more than he pays out in 
taxes. 


Roads Will Save Gas. 


Hon. Frank Page, chairman of the North 
Carclina commission, has this to say: 

‘Some of you say that we are taxing 
our people to death. No, we are not. Here 
are some figures that will prove to you 
that the people of North Carolina love to 
be taxed when it is a paying investment. In 
1820 there were shipped into the state 73,- 
¥G7,.832 galions of gasoline. There were at 
that time 142,284 automobiles in the state, 
or each automobile in 1920 used 520 gallons 
of gas. In 1921, there were shipped into 
the state 73,482,908 gallons of gasoline, 
and we had at that time 149,901 automo- 
biles. In the state, or each automobile con- 
sumed during the year 1921, 490 gallons of 
gas. In the year 1922 we had shipped into 
the state, 82,125,368 gallons of gasoline 
and we had 181,955 automobiles, or each au- 
tomobile in 1922 consumed 463 gallons of 
gas. This will show that a saving of each 
automobile in 1922 over 1920 was 47 gallons 
of gas. This can be accounted for by the 
improved roads in 1922 over 1920. This 47 
gallons of gas multiplied by an average 
of 25 cents was a net saving to each au- 
tomobile of $14.25, or a saving to 181,955 
automobile owners amounting to the tremen- 
cous sum of $2,502,858.75. This is a sayr- 
ing in gasoline alone, not to mention the 
saving in oil, time and the wear and tear 
of your machine and religion.’’ 

Last year there was given over to the 
state highway department fer maintenance, 
the entire system of 5,500 miles. 

At the time this duty devolved on the 
state highway department it had no funds, 
no organization and no equipment except 
such equipment as was donated by the fea- 
eral government to repair and maintain 
roads. Thousands were spent on bridges and 
many roads were but trails. Equipment te 
the amcunt of $200,084.45 was bought and 
paid for; a force was organized and the 
roars maintained. 

This year rains have done considtrable 
damage to the roads and it has been almuost 
lmpossible to maintain them as they should 
be, However, the weather is now more 
clement, the state highway department has 
now sufficent equipment and the mainte- 
nance force is becoming trained and more 
efficient and the maintenance work is more 
satisfactory in every way. 

The state is under contract with the fed- 
eral government to maintain ail federal aid 
projects that have been completed. Before 
federal aid could be obtained, the governor 
of this state had to certify that state funds 
had been provided to maintain all federal 
nid projects, which work must be done by 
the state. 

The language of the federal 
follows: 

“Section 7. That before any project shal! 
be approved by the secretary of agriculture 
for any state such state shall make pro- 
visions for state funds required each year 
of such states by this act for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of all fed- 
eral aid highways within the state, which 
funds shall be under the direct control of 
the state highway department.’’ 

“Section 10. That

As an evidence that compensa- 
tion of employees of the state highway de- 
partment is not excessive, 26 persons have 
resigned their positions since January with 
the state highway department te accept in- 
creased compensation with other highway 
departments, private corporations and in- 
dividuals. 

The Oglesby Quarry is a going concern. 
The output has been sold in advance and 
the quarry is paying expenses of opera- 
tion. 

Althongh et -present there is only a 
small amount of hard surfaced road under 
construction, it is extremely difficult to 
secure crushed stone and, in t, the de- 
partinent is compelled to utilize less cesir- 
able material on some of the projects now 
being constructed on this account. Should 
the output cf the state’s quarry he doubled 
or tripled the stone produced could be used 
to excellent advantage even under the prgs- 
ent small program. 


The traffie count which follows shows 
conclusively that there are many sections 
in the state which require hard surfaced 
roads, as the present dirt roads are in- 
eapable of bearing this heavy traffic de- 


mand. 
Heavy Traffic On Roads. 


On May 28 and 29 between 5 a. m. and 
9 p. m. on the road leading to Dublin 
there passed 4,338 vehicles of all classes. 
On the Forsyth road, same time, a total 
of $8,200 vehicles, and on the Houston 
county road a total of 3,504 vehicles, and, 
on the Columbus road leading into Craw- 
ford county there were 2.405 vehicles 
counted; on the Clinton road which leads 
into Crawford there were 2,030 vehicles 
using the highway. 

A careful study is being made by the 
state highway engineer and his assistants 
with the view of designing roads to meet 
traffie conditions. 

The state highway department is pub- 
lishing a bulletin called Georgia High- 
ways, the entire expense of which will be 
paid with income from subscriptions for ad- 
vertisements in this publication. Almost 
every highway department in the United 
States prints a monthly bulletin to give the 
public official information conc ‘erning the 
department. 
Georgia’s bulletin will compare favorably 
with similar publications of other states. 

The bureau of research operated in con- 
junction with the bureau of public roads of 
Washington is a valuable asset to the state 
highway department. It insures the very 
best material available to be used in road 
eonstruction as no materiv! is used in road 
building until first tested by the burean 
of research. This is in charge of Dr. C. 
M. Strahn, than whom there is no more 
skilled scientist in road construction: his 
services are without expense to the state. 
His assistants are paid. The work he is

® Crossing Question. 

he present law in regard to public roads 

crossing railroads is as follows: 

Railroad Crossings: All railroad com- 
panies shall keep in good order, at their 
expense, the public roads or private ways 
established pursuant to law, where cross- 
ed by their several roads, and build 
suitable bridges and make proper excava- 
tions or embankments, according to the 
spirit of the road laws. 

This law was passed in 1838 and evidently 
the general assembly had in mind passing 
the above law grade crossings only. It is the 
policy of the federal government and the 
highway department of Georgia to eliminate 
every grade crossing possible. When this 
is practicable, it is Gone by relocating roads. 
When they cannot be eliminated by relocat- 
ing, then, if possible, they are eliminated by 
underpass or overhead bridge. 

The question is how should the expenses in 
building underpasses or overhead bridges be 
borne. This question comes before the board 
frequently and the suggestion is made to the 
general assembly to declare how the above 
expenses should be borne. Whether all ex- 
penses in crossing the right-cf-way shall 
be borne by the railroad or shall the county 
and railroad divide the expenses, and in 
what proportion, 

Thank Attorney-General. 
The attorney-general has been of incarlenl- 


able benefit to us in passing upon @ rumber = 
of 1 questions which have arisen from 
time to time and have come before the state 
highway board for consideration. Every lega 
question connected with the operations of 
the state highway department that has been 
submitted to the attorney-general has been 
promptly passed upon by him and we are 
profoundly gratefal to him for every courtesy 
shown to the state highway board and for 
every service rendered. 

It is impossible to dispense with legal 
services to the state highway department, 
but it is very important that this legal 
assistance come from the office of the at- 
torney-general and a suggestion is made that 
additional help be furnished to the office of 
the attorney-general. 


Some criticism has been directed at this 
department. Some has come from persons 
who have the best tnterest of the state at 
heart and who earnestly desire to see t 
department achieve the very best results, 
This criticism is welcomed at all times 
by the entire state highway department. 
Some criticism, however, has been unfair, 
unjust and without foundation of fact. 
Every transaction, every fact, every piece 
of work and every record is open to the 
public for inspection, investigation and 
careful analysis. 

The state highway department not only 
will welcome, but earnestly urges the legis- 
lature to make a careful scrutiny of every- 
thing that the state highway department 
has done.

Already the books of the state highway 
department have been carefully audited by 
Dawson & Eidson, expert accountants tfp- 
pointed by Your Excellency to do this work. 
Their report is made a part of our report te

responsible. We found that all vouen- 
ers and supporting papers had been sys- 
tematically filed which enabled us to 
‘complete our examination in a mini- 
mum of time, and we take this occa- 
sion to thank the officials and em- 
ployees for the courteous consideration 
shown our representative during the 
course of the examination 

The operations and expenditures of the 
state highway denartment have recently 
heen rigidly examined by the federal gov- 
ernment. This report when received will be 
given the widest publicity. County commis- 
sioners, legislators and citizens have not 
only been invited, but fmportuned to visit 
the state highway department and spend as 
much time as they wish in making a care- 
ful examination of its work and expendi- 
tures. 

Some mistakes may have been made, but 
this department has endeavored to render 
careful, faithful and conscientious service 
to the state. Let the white light of exami- 
nation fall on every transaction of the da- 
partment: no anprehension fs felt by the 
members of the state highway board.

Farmers 
have not accepted the balanced crop

liquor on board any foreign vessel that 
brings non-medicinal liquor to. Amer- 
ican ports to test the supreme court 
ruling. 

This was announced by treasury de- 
partment officials Saturday night fol- 
lowing seizure of liquor aboard the 
British liners Berengaria and Baltic 
at New York. 

The giant French liner Paris, which 
is to 
be the next vessel boarded by customs 
authorities, who, if an investigation 
proves that liquor above medicinal re- 
quirements is on board, will seize all 
such surplus stocks that are found. 

It is the conclusion of high officials 
here charged with carrying out the su- 
preme court ruling that a strict en- 
forcement of the law is the only course 
that at present can be folowed by this 
government, | 

Should too much leniency be grant- 
ed the foreign vessels who obviously 
are intent upon bringing about a test 
of the American laws, the interpreta- 
tion placed by the supreme court on 
the law would in effect be held up to 
ridicule, they say. 

‘The Jaw will be enforced from 

W ashington and by the customs _ 
prohibition officials in America 
ports, and if the foreign eke 
lines want to continue “their test of 
the court ruling they will have to re- 
sort again to the American courts or 
take the question up through the dip- 
lomatic channels of their countries. 
_In accordance with a recent deci- 
sion of Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
Mellon, officials here agreed today 
that the Baltic and Berengaria would 
be allowed to retain on board an am- 
ple amount of medicinal liquor. 

Acting Surgeon General White of 
the public health service and James 
A. Britt, counsel of the prohibition 
bureau, decided in a conference that 
the British law requiring five gallons 
of brandy or whisky for each 100 
passengers will be respected in the 
cases of the Baltic, Berengaria and 
other British ships. 

In addition, it was decided tenta- 
tively that, if ships’ doctors swear 
that this amount will be insufficient 
with no more beverage’ stocks on 
board, more medicinal liquor may be 
allowed. Champagne and white wine, 
regarded as effective remedies for sea- 
sickness, probably will be authorized 
for allotment by the ships’ doctors, 


COMMISSION FRAMES 


ARIAL WAR CODE 


Washington, June 23.—A far-reach- 


mission of jurisis appointed by the 
principal powers under an agreement 
reached at the Washington arms con- 
ference. Drafts of the rules have just 
now been transmitted to the respective 
powers, 

One of the most important articles 
of the projected code, which may be- 
come the basis of a treaty, would pro- 
hibit the bombardment of cities, 
towns, villages, dwellings or build- 
ings not in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the operation of land forces. 
This would outlaw such aerial bom- 
bardments as those carried out by the 
Germans against London, Paris and 
other cities. 

Under this proposed’ regulation 
aerial bombardment would be legiti- 
mate “only when directed exclusive- 
ly at military forees, military works, 
military establishments or depots, 
factories constituting important and 
well Known centers engaged *in the 
manufacture of arms, ammunition or 
distinctively military supplies, lines 
of communication or transportation 
used for military purposes,” 

In cases where such objectives are 
so situated that they could not be 
bombarded without the “indiscriminate 
bombardment of the civilian popula- 
tion, aircraft, under the regulations, 
“must abstain from: bombardment.” 

A belligerent state would be “liable 
to pay compensation for injuries to 
person or to property caused by the 
violation by any of its officers or 
forces” of these provisions.

Visiting Italy, Egypt and Palestine. 

Mrs, Harris has not been in good 
health and after release by her phyvi- 
cian in Paris, General and Mrs. Har- 
ris avill go to England, it is said here, 
from where they will sail for the 
United States in September. 

General Harris is a brother of 
United States Senator William J. Har- 
ris. He plans to visit Georgia upon 
returning.

Gives Reasons 
For Rehearing 


Washington, June 23.—In support 
of its application for a rehearitg in 
the North Carolina par collection 
bank check cases, the Federal Reserve 
bank, of Richmond, Va., today filed 
in the supreme court a petition in 
which it declared “that the conclu- 
sion of the court would ‘ave been 
modified substantially hod it teken 
ir.to consideration certain aspects of 
tris case which do not seem to have 
heen considered in rendering the opin-’ 
10 nM. 

The petition further asserted that 
“there are certain statements made in 
the opinion, the effect of which is 
not clear to the respondent (The Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Richmond) and 
regarding which the respondent feels 
that it is entitled to be enlightened in 
order that it may be fully conversant 
with its rights in the premises.” 

The petition further asserted it was 
important to present to the court “the 
possible effect which the decision, un- 
modified. may have upon the tuture 
eourse of banking in this country.” 
It would be most unfortunate. it add- 
ed, “if in the operation of these insti- 
tutions certain important rights are 
denied to them (federal reserve banks) 
without-thorough and careful consid- 
eration of the effect thereof.” The 
federal reserve banks should not be 
hampered, the petition continued, 
“in rendering to the public a very es- 
sential service, and one which a large 
majority of the banking and businesa 
interests of the country desige, unless 
the necéssity is clear.”’

Former Champion Denies 

Statement Credited to 
Him Stating That He 
‘Would Never Again En- 
ter British Tourney.

New York, June 23.—(Special.)— 
When 1 stepped off the steamer Be- 
rengaria Friday, Il was certainly glad 
to put my feet on American soil. 

1 have returned minus the British 
open championship cup, but it may 
be just as well, for the best interests 
ot the game, that we Americans did 
not capture it a third consecutive 
time, Some of the papers on my ar- 
rival quoted me as saying that I never 
expect to return to kengiand again to 
piay in a British cha: npionship. 

do not recall having said _ this, 
certainly not in these words. and em- 
phatically not because of any report 
ed disgruntlement over the w ay | was 
treated abroad. I did say that iecog- 
nizing the importance of our own 
championship, I did not feel it would 
be worth my while to keep crossing 
the ocean every year to play in the Brii- 
ish open, It is an expensive trip and 
one loses considerable time. However, 
when next year comes around, 1 wll 
probably be just as keen to go over 
as I was the first trip 1 made, 

My feeling regarding the punehed 
club ruling was likewise shared ov 
the British golfers, it was a regret- 
table occurence. Barring punched 
clubs would have been allright, even 
to the elimination of the mashie-nib- 
lick entirely, but doing so at the last 
minute caused us all a great incon- 
venience and was surely most unfair. 

We all had’ punched clubs, British 
and Americans, with a few possible 
exceptions and when the edict came 
out Saturday evening we all had to 
spend Sunday filing them smooth. J., 
H. Taylor, who arrived late Sunday 
night, had to get up early Monday 
morning before the tournament start- 
ed, and work on his clubs, which 
made him rather angry.

Brussels was once a haven tor two 
ambitious daughters of a Yorkshire 
parson because their destined place 
of study had the additional advan- 
tage of being inexpensive.

Owned Farms Under Mortgage. 

Now we come to a very interest- 
ing subject—interesting for the rea- 
son that it is vitally important. It 
is not true that to place a mortgage 
an owned and occupied home, 
in the eountry or in a city, is to 
invite loss of home—probably bank- 
ruptey.

a very interesting article on the li- 
brary extension work: 

“IT have been asked to say a few 
words on library extension work. Of 
course the Woman's club has always 
advocated library extension, and have 
really made this an important phase 
of our work. Though we have recog- 
nized its importance and though we 
have accomplished much along this 
line, I feel certain that we still have 
a great deal to do for our rural 
schools. To this phase of our work 
we need give our best thought and 
talent. In fact it seems to me that 
we need direct our attention more 
and more to the neglected child. It 
has been said that “America is God's 
last chance to save the world.” 
America can be saved only by giving 
every boy and girl the opportunity 
to get an education. We can save it 
only by educating the boys and girls 
who are our future leaders. When 
we fully realize the gross inequalities 
that exist in our edueational quali- 
ties for the boys and girls, it should 
stir us to greater action along the 
line of library extension. Have you 
ever examined the little library in 
What does it 
contain? Let me answer: An ae- 
cumulation of the odds and ends that 
somehow find lodgment in the school 
building, an encyclopedia, ont of date, 
a motley array of books that semeone 
can find no place at home for; many 
official documents from Washington. 
Unfortunately that is an accurate de- 
scription of the contents of a rural 
library in many cases. Fortunately, 
there are bright spots over the state. 
These are not what our children 
need and what they are entitled to 
have. What we should put into the 
hands of our children in the _ rural 
schools are books from which tuey 
can get the joy of reading. Just what 
we would like to have in our own 
children’s library. ; 

First—A carefully selected list of 
informational books relating directly 
to the subjects taught. These above 
all things should be within the com- 
prehension of the pupils. 


Second—A small collection of worth- 
while books which will make their 
own appeal and which will be read 
with profit and pleasure—a group of 
thirty-five to fifty as a minimum. 
What books should be selected from 
this group: First. Books that must 
be popular with the young. That is,

has come to be the most powerful in- 
strument for undertaking all move- 
ments for the welfare of children. Is 
it the duty of the school to direct the 
reading of the children? The answer 
seems to be in the affirmative. If 
this is true, and we do not doubt it, 
then how much greater should be our 
duty towards library extension work? 
My plan today is this: Let us not 
send to the school books beyond the 
ability of the children, nor books we, 
do not wish at home, nor books that: 
we ourselves have found uninterest- 
ing, but let us send books that will be. 
worth while—real joy books. In my 
opinion we can serve humanity in no 
finer way than by aiding our commit- 
tee on library extension and seeing to- 
it that our rural schools have books* 
equal to the books of our own chiles 
dren, Let us ask for books that in-* 
spire the pupil to continue on reading’ 
after he has left school. It would. 
be a wise thing to select a week to* 
be known as “Book Week.”

And, according to an exhaustive study 
of oil possibilities in the state, made in re- 
cent years by the state geologic Qixvey, 
the probabilities of oil in Georgia, in ¢om- 
mercially worth-while amount are exceed- 
ingly slim, The results are told in the re- 
port, just issued from the press, of that 
survey, and entitled, ‘Possibilities of Petro- 
leum and Natural Gas Productidn in Geor- 
gia.”’ 
” order to thoroughly understand this 

report—to know the whys and where- 
fores for the conclusions drawn—it jis al- 
most essential that you be a trained geolo- 
gist. To the layman, the terminology of 
earth periods, of epochs and ages, is apt to 
prove confusing. The names given to va- 


rious rock formations and the technical 
discussion of the meaning thereof, requires 
a course of study on his part, if Tom Aver- 
age Fellow, is going to completely grasp 
every step in the logically process.

formed into other forms. He knows, for 


instance, how long it takes for the element 
unranium, of its own accord, to change to 
radium, which in turn changes into lead. 
Thus he can, approximately, measure the 
time which must have elapsed to form the 
rocks he finds at a given level below the 
earth’s surface. He knows approximately 
how long it takes for the surface of the 
earth to wear away, but the erosion of the 
wind, water and weather.

this study of the rock formations and the

He knows 
that oil and natural gas, can only be found 
in rocks of a given age. When the rock is 
older than this age, it is too old for any 
oil to remain therein. He can analyze the 


mineral content of the later 
find whether it is such as to contain oil. 
He can study the grade, or way in which 
the rock layers lie. He goes down, in his 


reports to the older layer, too old for oil. 


Then, if there is no trace of oil in 


the rocks above that, he knows that 
there is only the most slender of 
chances of there being any oil in 
the areas covered.

So, as you see, there isn’t much prospect 
of Georgia ever rivalling Texas as an oil- 
producing state and, if ever anyone asks 
you to invest in an unproved Georgia oil 
well, you would do well to pause, inspect 
and give heed, beforé you sink yout hard 
earned cash. 

The map given herewith is interesting, 
inasmuch as it shows how the geologist 
studies his rock formations by areas. The 
coastal plain is divided into the three areas 
and he takes one at a time, studying the 
outcroppings of rock and the underlying 
layers, by means of wells, over that area, 
It is like a mental peeling of the layers of 
skin off an onion. 

Of course, there have been oil wells sunk 
in Georgia and, as a matter of fact, there 
are one or two even now being drilled. 

Beginning in 1908, and continuing for 
three years, the work of drilling a wel, 
as a prospect, was undertaken about seven 
miles south of Madison, in Morgan 
county, on the Dr. A. O. Wilson 
plantation. This well went down a 
distance of 1,105 feet before it was 
abandoned, but*from the start it was 
known to geologists to be a hope- 
less venture. It was located in what 
is geologically known as the “crys- 
talline area’ of the Piedmont plateau

Interpretation of the meaning of these 
oil seep is admittedly a difficult task. That 
they "represent the presence of some oil 
is obvious, but geologists state that they 
don't give any very ,good idea as to the 
quantity and are seldom of value in deter- 
mining the location of the oil supply trom 
which they come. 

The seeps of Georgia, so far as the writ- 
ers of this report have been able to deter- 
mine, are not associated with any rock 
structures or formations favorable for the 
accumulation of oil. In no case is there 
any evidence of a rock formation which 
would suggest that the oil has escaped from 
and, in 


sources deep down in the earth 


practically every case, there are clay beds 


near the surface in the particular locality, 


which are impervious to oil and would 


effectually stop it from coming up from 


below them. In view of these condi- 


tions, the writers of the report State their 
opinion that the seeps do not mean that 
there is any 


quantity supply of oil be- 


neath. 


The best known of these Georgia oil 
seeps are located near Scotland, Wrights- 
ville and-Hawkinsville. 

The oil seepage near Scotland, Telfair 
county, is on the farm of H. G. Sample, 
about a mile south of the town. The oil 


Shows as a film on small springs near 


Swampy ground. 
5 Sey oil seeps near Wrightsville, Johnson 


county, is on the Ed Spell farm, four 


miles west-northwest of the town. The 


oil occurs as globules and thick films on 
a mall spring. Analysis of this seep yields 
more oil than any other in the state. 

Two oil seeps are found near Hawkins- 


ville, in Pulaski county. One is on the 


Fitzroyal farm, 12 miles west of the town, 


and the other is on the R. A. Seales place, 


one-half mile east of the river at Hawkins- 


ville.

The lower portion of the 
Cretaceous wherever seen consists mainly 
of coarse sand, gravel and clay of such 
character that they could not possibly serve 
as a course of oil.

Laboratory tests have shown traces of oil 
material encountered,

“Midway, Wilcox and Claiborne Forma- 
tions—The rocks of the Midway, Wilcox 
and Claiborne formations make up a Series 
of light to dark-colored sands, clays and 
marls, with a few lenses of hard gray lime- 
stone. Laboratory tests have shown slight 
traces of oil from well cuttings of some 
of these formations. 

“Ocala, Barnwell, Glendon and Chatta- 
hoochee Formations—The rocks of these 
formations, wherever encountered in wells,

Numer- 
ous tests have failed to show even traces 
of oil-forming matter in any of these for-

“Summary—tThe formations in Georgia, 


as now known, are not very promising 


sources of petroleum in commercial quan- 


tities. It is of course true that the forma- 


tions may change lithologically in areas 


yet untested, and may thereby be more 


favorable as an oil source, though from 
the few fairly deep test wells, this is not 
to be expected. Over all but the inland 
limits of the coastal plain of Georgia no 
formations older than the lower part of 
the Ripley have yet been penetrated, and 
it is therefore possible that the underly- 
ing Eutaw or older formations, if present, 
may be petroliferous. It is also even pos- 
sible that beneath the tertiary and creta- 
ceous in the southeastern part of the 
coaStal plain of Georgia petroliferous paleo- 
zoic strata may exist, but this is only a 
possibility. If such formations were pres- 
ent they would probably be too deep to 
me reached by the drill, and their value 
would lie in being a source from which 
migration of oil to higher horizons could 
take place. 

“The presence of oil seeps in the coastal 
plain appears to offer little hope of com- 


mercial production, because the data fail

to indicate that the oil comes from quantity 
supply at depth. 

“The known character of the rocks of 
the coastal plain of Georgai, the noticeable 


lack of dark shales, organic marls or lime- 
stones, or any really petroliferous rocks, 
would therefore appear. not to offer much 
hope fer commercial production of petro- 
leum.”’ 

Further on, in its general summary, the 


report Savs: 


“A review of the data relative to the 
coastal plain of Georgia, as set forth in 
the foregoing pages, shows a lack of any 
Structures that would be expected to cause 
accumulation of petroleum in commercial 
quantities. The lithology of the rocks 
likewise offers little prospect of petrolifer- 
ous horizons. Buried structures and pe- 
troliferous formations may exist, but from 
all the available data the writers are not 
very hopeful of commercial production of 
petroleum in the coastal plain of Georgia, 
and feel that any considerable devree of 
optimism is unwarranted. 

“As previously stated, that portion of 
Georgia lying north of the fall line offers 
scant hope for commercial production of 
petroleum. The character of the rocks and 
their degree of metamorphism in the re- 
gions of the Piedmont plateau and Appa- 
lachian mountains make these areas impos- 
sible ones. The Appalachian valley and 
the Cumberland plateau areas offer more 
hope, although the general lithologic char- 
acter of the rocks, their high degree of 
metamorphism and the deep erosion of the 
regions make these portions of the state 
possible, but, highly improbable, areas of 
commercial production.”

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Hidden Millions of the Terror of a Great 
Province Being Brought to Light From 
Behind the Skeletons That Guarded 


Them for a Century.

In marble-paved pavilion, where a spring

Whose bubbling did a genial freshness fling, 
And soft voluptuous couches breathed repose, 
Ali reclined,—a man of war and woes;

TREASURE trove worth $115,- 
000,000, buried deeply beneath 
the ruins of an ancient bandit 
stronghold on an island in a lake, 
girdled by desolate, forbidding 
mountains. 


A treasure trove guarded mutely for a 
hundred years by the moldering bones of 
twenty-five warriors, slain because they 
knew the secret of the hiding placet 

isn’t it a situation to make every boy’s 
heart beat high with the excitement of 
adventure! 

Yet that is the drama being unfolded to- 
day in the Balkans. 

The loot is what remains of vast sums 
piled up during the half century reign of 
a notorious Albanian freeboter, Ali Pasha, 
powerful and arrogant satrap of the sultan 
of Turkey. 

Ali Pasha’s fortune was incalculable. 


For nearly fifty years he enjoyed an 
annual income of about $2,400,000, and 
this in spite of the fact that he sent the 
sultan a yearly tribute of nearly a half 
million dollars in gold, quite aside from 
costly presents which he made his over- 
lord, and others almost as expensive that 


were handed over as bribe’ to friends at. 


court. 

Born in a country where banditry was 
considered as honorable profession, he 
speedily rose to the heights of this bucca- 
neering industry, and before long the sub- 
terranean vaults beneath his twenty-five 
palaces and fortresses were crammed almost 
to bursting with rich booty. 

His wives, of whom he had between 500 
and 600 (he never knew himself how many 
he really did possess), were loaded down 
with rings, bracelets, necklaces and other 
gorgeous trinkets. 

He never robbed a citizen, nor harried 
a city without making a most minute «ax- 
amination for precious stones which he 
carefully appropriated. 


I |‘ once invited a score Or more Turk- 

ish beys from the provinces about 
Aviona to his palace at Janina, now ‘in 
Greece, but at that time a part of Epirus, 
ancient Albania, and after throwing them 
into dungeons he confiscated their entire 
wealth, about $60°000,000. 

“My son,’ said he, one day to a Greek 
youth whose father had just dled, ‘‘your 
father was a very respectable man, whose 
loss greatly affects me. We were intimate 
friends. He remembered me on his death- 
bed, and has bequeathed me his house, fur- 
niture and gardens.” ) 

Then he drew from his robes a docu- 
ment purporting to be the last will and tes- 
tament of the deceased. 

“But, my lord,” protested the trembling 
youth, “these make more than two-thi ds 
of my whole property.” 

“My son,” 
“vou must hold your father’s last will sa- 


sternly declared the tyrant, 


cred; and if you were so wicked as no: to 

submit to it, | would have you hanged im- 

mediately.” ; 
All made a Specialty of marrying «ch 


widows whose property he immediately 
added to his own. Wealthy men were con- 
veniently put out of the way and their pos- 
sessions became his. On scores of occa- 
sions when he wished to make heavy bribes 
he would order certain merchants to pro- 
duce the wherewithal. It never was with- 
held. 


When traders came into the country 
with goods he looked over their stores, 
picked out some for himself and fixed the 
price at which the remainder could be sold 
—not forgetting to set a specific tax which 
was uSually paid on the spot. He taxed 
goods coming in and goods going out of 
the country. He was, indeed, a genius when 
it came to devising methods of taxation. 


He was a prince of despots, but he swept 
his country clean of petty brigands—pre- 
ferring a monopoly on the business him- 
self, perhaps—and he built roads and fos- 
tered commerce. Above all, he kept be- 
fore him constantly the day when his coun- 
try should be freed of Turkish rule and 
should become an independent principality. 

He was a keen judge of men, the pos- 
sessor Of a charming personality, and fear- 
less for his own safety. Men loved him for 
his bravery even as they hated him for his 
rapacity. 

This man, whose name is still renowned 
among the Albanians of today, was born 
about 1750 at Tepelini, sixty miles north- 
west of Lake Janina, where the treasure 
is being excavated. His father was Vely 
Bey, a bold chieftain who was robbed of 
his possessions when Ali was still a boy. 

It was a period of absolute lawlessness, 
when might made right. As the mother 
of Ali told him when, after his father’s 
death, she abjured him to recover his 
heritage: 

“My son, he who does not defend his 
inheritance deserves to be despoiled of it. 
Remember that the property of others only 
belongs to them by right of the stronger; 
why, then, should it 
not be yours?” 

Ali was quick to act 
on this suggestion. At 
14 he raided the goat 
herds of a neighbor and 
had proudly brought the 
animals home to show 
her. At 20 he had al-

It was then that he formed the idea of 
eventually wresting his country from the 
Turks. But he knew he would have to 
proceed cautiously, so he was careful never 
to overlook an opportunity to appear very 
favorably disposed toward Constantinople. 

In 1787 the Porte rewarded Ali with 
the title of pasha, his sway extending over 
the region about Janina which, because of 
its strategic position, he decided should 
be his stronghold. 

Janina is situated on the western shores 
of a large lake, which except for two or 
three narrow defiles, is surrounded entirely 
by mountains. Jutting into the lake is a 
promontory, and here Ali established him- 
self in a strong castle. Further, he fortified 
an island in the middlFe of the lake and 
here he strode his powder and his treas- 
ures—and it is here that the Greeks are 
excavating. 


N 1788 Ali Pasha was master of all mid- 

dle Albania, and his wealth began to in- 
crease tremendously. The year before he 
had been given the overlordship of Thessa- 
ly, the sultan laying on him the duty of 
keeping open the line of communication 
between Janina and Constantinople, a re- 
gion infested with innumerable bandit fac- 
tions. 

Gradually, as his power increased, he en- 
larged his army, and extended his cam- 
paigns. He was constantly fighting some- 
body, and the poles in his courtyard were 
always crowned with the heads of his ene- 
mies. In those gloomy Albanian hills there 
is no such thing as quarter. A man cap- 
tured was a man dead, ran an old slogan. 
Women suffered a worse fate. Children 
were Slaughtered indiscriminately, generally 
be tossed over the nearest cliff. It saved 
one the physical exertion necessary to 
Strangle them or to thrust a dagger into 
their soft flesh. 

Naturally, the property of those slain 
fell into the hands of the Slayers. And 
there was much wealth in the land at this 
time. Rich Greeks of ancient days had had 
their villas here, and there had been erect- 
ed magnificent temples by the Greeks and 
the Romans. Later still had come nobles 
from Venice, bringing with them gleanings 
from the seven seas. 

With the decline of Rome and Athens, 
the various treasures found their way into 
the hands of the people of the districts. 
Much was carried off to Constantinople. 
Lots of it was stored in inaccessible places 
in the mountains, or secreted in the mon- 
asteries. Much more was placed in the 
vaults and store houses of the small but 
Strongly de- 
fended cities 3 
scattered all 
about Epirus. ‘J

§ baie first expedition sent against these 

people comprised 3,000 men, Qp the 
way to the mountain citadels of the enemy 
Ali’s army collected no small amount gf 
loot, but all this was lost when the Soutiotes 
utterly defeated the force sent against them 
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paid tribute to Constan- 
tinople. 

One expedition that en- 
riched him greatly was 
that authorized by the sul- 
tain to Philippopolis, a city 
now in Bulgaria, 260 miles 
northeast of Janina, and 
ninety miles southeast of 
Sofia. Its environs were in- 
fested with brigands who 
swooped down from the 
foothills of the Balkan 
mountains to the north and 
preyed not only on the in- 
habitants of the city but 
on rich caravans moving 
southward to Constantino- 
ple. 

Ali, at the head of 80,- 
000 men crossed the Var- 
dar and swept northward, 
gathering much booty along 
the way, from friend and 
foe alike. 

Meanwhile Ali had not 
been in ignorance of what 
was going on in other parts 
of Europe. He had been 
watching the meteoric rise 
of a Corsican artillery offi- 
cer in France, and was fully 
acquainted with the great 
game of grab that was even 
then going on in southeast- 
ern Europe among France, 
Russia, Turkey and Great 
Britain. With sizable men- 
tal reservations, for he still 
dreamed of independence 
for his country, he allied 
himself with each of the 
powers when the moment 
seemed propitious, and at 
the same time his crafty 
mind was playing off one 
nation against the other. 

There was one pkice in 
particular on which he had 
always had his eye, and 
that was Parga, a city on 
the coast of the lonian sea, 
bursting with the wealth of 
Venice, to which it had 
owed allegiance for many 
years. 

Parga fell into his hands 
in 1819, being turned over 
to him by the British who 
had come into possession 
of it. The British had stip- 
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a cert ixed sum for their property, 
after which they were to be expatriated. 
Lhe made to the British Ali never 


kept, 


the whole city, with its vas 
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stores and riches, became his personal prope 
erty. 


But storm clouds were gathering in the 
east. Sultan Mahmoud listening to the sin- 
ister whispers of those about him, and fear- 


ing the loss of his possessions in Europe, 
decided to spike the grandiose ambitions 
of his Janina satrap, and in 1820 he con- 
sented to the outfitting of an army which 
had for its purpose the downfall of Ali 
Pasha. 


The latter, however, also had friends at 
court, and they kept him fully informed as 
to what was going on. 

At this time Ali had an army of about 
28,000, larger by 3,000 than the force the 
sultan was sending against him. He had 
sixty-two mortars and 400 brass pieces, 
suitable for mountain warfare. And in his 
fortresses at the lake he had four years’ 
provisions. 

The provisions and all his powder he 
stored on the island, his purpose being to 
blow himself, his garrison and all his treas- 
ures to atoms should his enemies be victo- 
rious. And in his central magazine, stand- 
ing with constantly lighted match beside 
an open powder barrel there were stationed 
men, sworn to implicit obedience, who were 
to fling the match into the powder at a 
given signal. 

The Turks were not in ignorance of his 
purpose. They would have rejoiced, of 
course, if he had betaken himself with all 
his men to realms not of Jhis earth—but 
they wanted that treasure. 


N the spring of 1821 Ali ¢ sacuated the 

city of Janina, situated at the base of 
the promontory, and after gising it over 
to pillage at the hands of hi, troops, he 
ordered the torch to be applirtd. As the 
last of his troops poured into his promon- 
tory stronghold the Turks swept into the 
still blazing city and completed the sacking 
of it. What men, wonten and children re- 
mained were instantly slain. Its popula- 
tion at that time was about 38,000. And 
then both parties sat down to a siege. 

Sieges even at that comparatively late 
date were serious matters. The guns used 
were of small caliber and were operated 
from distances too far away to be really 
effective. Ali's castle on the point, and 
his island citadel were too strongly forti- 
fied to be taken by assault; and he had, 
as has been said, provisions sufficient to 
last him four years. 

In July, 1821, a misfortune befell him, 
however. His promontory castle took fire, 
and burned for four days. In spite of this 
he maintained his lines and beat off all at- 
tempts of the Turks to take advantage of 
the flames which raged behind.the backs 
of his troops. 

Not only did he do this, but he managed 
to convey what was left of his supplies and 
munitions and all his treasures to the lake 
citadel where he had decided to make his 
last stand. 

Vast vaults were dug out of the rock and 
intricate labyrinths bored. And in them he 
ordered a small body of men to conceal his 
treasures. This task accomplished, he in- 
Structed a detail of black mutes to kill the 
members of the detachment who had knowl- 
edge of his hiding place. These were ef- 
fectually walled up and all possible traces 
of their existence obliterated. 

So far beneath the surface were they that 
even the mighty explosion of his great pow- 
der magazine would not have unearthed 
them, in all probability. And there were 
200,000 pounds of that powder. 

In fact, it was only because of his mas-

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The After Dinner Gloom Hound 


FTER dinner speaking is no longer

was Separated from the world—set apart 
for the exemplifications of the highest pur- 
pose and the strictest morality. : 

Let us consider first his mission. 

Most of the great turning points in his- 
tory are like the summits of some moun- 
tain ranges, approached so gradually that 
one hardly knows when he has crossed the 
divide. Forerunners sometimes go. in 
groups, each succeeding member of the 
group carrying the banner a little farther, 
until it is finally planted upon the emi- 
nence towar which all were marching, 
even though unconscious of the ultimate 
goal. 

Tolstoy, in one of his essays, pays’ a 
tribute to Bondaref, the author of the bread- 
labor remedy for luxury and lust. In 
speaking of this reform; he Says: 

“All discoveries of truth, whether in 
Science (abstract or applied), in philosophy, 
in morals, or in economics, are reached by 
people going round the new truths in ever- 
narrowing circles, drawing nearer and 
nearer to them, and sometimes . slightly 
touching them, until some bold, free, and 
gifted man Seizes the very center of the 
new truth, and places it on a height where 
it is visible to all. 

“This is just what Bondaref has done for 
the moral-economic truth which was await- 
ing discovery and elucidation in our time.” 

Sometimes it seems a forerunner comes 
upon the scene suddehly, as in the case 
of John. 

There had been a long era—some four 
centuries—between the days of the great 
prophets and the coming of Christ. In all 
that time there was no towering figure to 
challenge attention, but there was an air 
of expectancy—a sort of lull before the 
storm. All at once John appeared, fully 
prepared tor the work upon which he was 
about to enter. 

In describing himself, he quotes the 
words of Isaiah: ‘“‘The voice of one crying 
in the wilderness.” : 


. is wonderfully expressive; it sug- 
gests boldness on the part of the one 
described and intimates also that his words 
were unwelcome. He was ready to encoun- 
ter opposition; his purpose was so strong 
that he needed not the encouragement of 
the multitude. His work was mapped out 
beforehand; he was ‘‘to prepare the way 
of the Lord.” The crooked paths were to 
be made straight and ‘‘all flesh’’ was to ‘“‘see 
the salvation of God.’ 

He is represented as Scorning the cus- 
tomary dress and his language was as un- 
conventional as his appearance. He did not 
use any conciliatory phrases in addressing 
the multitude. 

“T beg your pardon,” ‘I venture to sug- 
gest,” “I hope you will permit me to say” 
—such courteous means of approach were 
entirely foreign to his nature. On the con- 
trary, those who went out to be baptized 
of him were called ‘‘a generation of vipers’ 
and he inquired who had warned them to 
“flee from the wrath to come.” 


He was not Satistied with lip service; he 
enjoined upon them to bring forth fruits 
worthy of repentance.

Some want a subdued sermon, perfect in 
rhetoric and sonorous in delivery. They 
feel that calmness befits the dignity of the 
house of God. Some are doubtless won by 


such methods who might be repelled by 
what they call ‘‘sensational’’ appeals. It 
takes all kinds of preaching to reach all 


kinds of people and any kind of preaching 
is good if it reaches the hearts and turns 
Sinners to righteousness. 3 
But it is not fair for anv particular class 
to set its method up as the only proper 


miethod. The test is whether the Lord 
rewards the evangelist with souls for his 
hire. 

The preacher who speaks sofily to a 


sleeping congregation is not in position to 
condemn as improper the vehemence that 
shocks the wrong doer into penitence and 
Opens the way for the greatest of all mir- 
acles—-the changing of the human heart 
so that the person actually hates the things 
he once loved and loves the things he once 
hated. 


WE cannot improve upon the plans of 
| the Almighty and we find that His 
methods are various and often in sharp con- 
trast one with another. 

The very air that we breathe usually 
moves past us in the form of a gentle, re- 
freshing breeze, but sometimes this. same 
air, set in motion by unforeseen forces, 
Sweeps us along with it despite all efforts 


that we make to resist its powers. 
So with water; it is the daily need of 
every living thing, and usually falls in 


pleasant showers, but this same water be- 
comes irresistible when it rolls down in a 
flood or, in the form of mighty waves, 
tosses the largest vessels as if they were 
but chips.

To emphasize the absurdity of such a 
reason, He reminded them that those who

Then, having fo- 
cussed attention upon the subject by pre- 
vious inquiries.

lle was more than a prophet; he was a Spe- 
clal messenger sent upon a special mission 
and a mission of supreme importance.

rhe consciousness of duty done is suffi- 
cient recompense. 
6 be worshipper of the god of ease and 
eats and drinks and dies is not to be 
envied: he is not as happy as the Christian 
who has honest work for his hands, use- 
ful employment for his mind and tasks that 
satisty his heart. 

Carl Hilty, a Swiss writer, gives this 
recipe for happiness—it is the one that 
the Christian follows. Joy comes, not to 
those who seek it, but to those who fol- 
low the path of duty. 

And now for the moral. These Bible 
themes that we study together are not 
merely for the learning of history, although 
that would justify the time employed; they 
are not intended primarily to give us a more 


intimate acquaintance with Bible charac- 
ters, although such acquaintance well re- 


pays the time devoted to study. 

The primary purpose is to strengthen 
faith, to build up character and to tind new 
interpretations of life in terms of Christian 
service.

We can show that Christ’s philosophy 
is a cheerful creed because it teaches the 
fullness of life and the satisfactions of 
service, 

We can expose the falsehoods of those 
who boast of breadth and liberality while 
they exclude from consideration the largest 
elements in life, . 

An architect would become an object of 
ridicule if in planning a house he was care- 
tul of the foundation and jhe walls, but 
knew not how to build a roof. So with 
the materialist who studies the body and 
explores the mind but is indifferent to 
spiritual values—the divine side of life. 

The world never needed men lik: John 
the Baptist more than it needs them now. 
It is full of shams and frauds and decep- 
tions; God is mocked, the Bible is derided, 
and Christ is reduced by some to the stature 
Of a man, 

In spite of our intellectual progress and 
Our boasted civilization we are continually 
compelled to design new laws to protect 
society from new forms of brutality and 
crime. Pure food laws are necessary to 
heep men from poisoning their customers; 
anti-option laws are. necessary to keep 
gamblers from robbing the producers of 
wealth; and white-slave laws are necessary 
to keep women from being stolen from 
their homes and dragged down into the 
underworld—-a way station on the road to 
a Suicide’s grave.

randa overlooking the ‘‘most costly roof 
in East Africa,” and with a woven palm 
basket of juicy fruit by my side, stretched 
myself blissfully in along Indian chair and 
smiled at the recollection of parched 
Aden. 

Business did not immediately engross 
me. Certain events had transpired to fill 
me with a passing cynicism. But I de- 
lighted in watching the ambitious little 
factor outdoing himself for my edification. 

He snatched control of the clove mar- 
ket; he reeked of copra; he purchased a 
small fleet of dhows for the navigation ot 
Victoria Nyanza; he conjured tonnage out 
of empty seas; he went so far as to imag- 
ine himself into a fortune based on the 
sale of beche-de-mer to the Chinese epi- 
cures of New York and Frisco; and, at last, 
he disappeared mysteriously in a small boat 
for the mainland, swamp and jungle. I 
ran across him a year later, twittering Over 
new plans despite his black water fever. 

He was disappointed at the lack of inter- 
est shown in his dramatic departure; but 
this momentary cloud faded rapidly behind 
a flash of new interest. 

“fF AD forty goes of fever! They expect 
me to die, you know!” 

I didn’t expect him to die. I knew he 
wouldn't.

The humorous element in his departure,

palm fronds cracking their knuckles, and 
little gusts of rain pattering over the cor- 
rugated iron roofs and spitting in my face. 

This was not good for me. One of my 
predecessors had gone through something 
similar, and he ended by wincing with 
pmysical pain every time a wave broke 
on the beach» and at every step forward 
Imagined that the earth was caving in be- 
fore him. Neuralgia succeeded insomnia, 
and insomnia succeeded neuralgia; so even- 
tually trey had to send him touring all 
over the world to find a place where he 
could sleep. 

Suddenly I was tickled with a sense of 
the ridiculous, and the world grinned back. 
So I proceeded to become acquainted with 
my assistants and hamals. 

The clove broker was a black-bearded 
Khoja, soft in speech, courteous in man- 
ner and very clever in his dealings.  Hle 
wore a long black coat, soft, floppy white 
linen trousers, sandals and an umbrella; 
and he took a fatherly interest in my wel- 
fare, dragging me foefth to peer in dark- 
some wodowns where pungent cloves were 
heaped in hillocks twenty-five feet high. 
Breathing mysterious trade secrets and ex- 
uding cloves from every seam and fold of 
his voluminous garments, he drifted into 
the office like a dark, brooding cloud 
touched with bits of sunshine, and never 
came unwanted nor stayed too long.

sort. Ali was bumptious. Ambition boiled 
within him. Dumpy and Napoleonic (save 
that he chewed alternately a stained mous- 
tache and betel nut packed in lime), he 
cluttered up and down the stairs twenty 
times a day, every time presenting a dif- 
ferent countenance. Frenzied with some 
petty anxiety, bursting with pride over 
some clever stroke, slily silent over a ma- 
turing plan, chuckling at the latest bon mot 
of the cloth bazar, breathing a forbidden 
rumor with nervous dread and delight, he 
filled each passing day with novelty and 
inspiration, Claiming me as his property, 
he dragged me into the bazars to smoke 
sweet cigarettes with Bantans, tell fabu- 
lous yarns to Khojas, sip coffee with Arabs 
and pass the time of day with almost every 
chance-met Zanzibari. Beaming benevolent- 
ly, his pock-marked face radiating good 
will, he would say persuasively: 

“Ah, here is the house of Jan Hansrai! 
Oh, how many times Jan Hansraj, he say, 
‘You come my house!’ What you think, 
bwana?” And in another moment | would 
find myself steered into the presence of 
young Jan Hansraj, squatting over coffee 
and exchanging compliments and varns with 
him.

S° the tales | heard nonchalantly spoken 
' between weaving wreaths of cigarette 
smoke and over caramom-flavored coffee, 
of white ivory and black, of piratical dhows 
and sinister court intrigues, of the seeth- 
ing Slave market around the corner and 
the great safaris that gathered at Bagamoyo 
on the mainland across the way, and van- 
ished into the heart of the Black continent 
for twelve and fourtene years at a stretch— 
these tales were such as you hear over 
narghilehs amid the babble of the bazar, 
but can never, never remember to repeat 
in prose. 

[ saw much of the tangled, slimy, tawdry, 
teeming bazar in Ali’s company. He was 


ra good tutor, omitting nothing, as might 


a finicky Parsis, anxious not to offend a 
sahib’s nice tas‘e or corrupt his own.. He 
jibbered, and grunted, and nodded his head 
solemnly or grinned maliciously, and ini- 
tiated me in all the mysteries. Once he 
even took me to look at his sister, though 


I promised to pretend I saw nothing. Down

an alley in the tin bazar we passed a cer- 
tain shop. 
‘‘There, bwana, look! It is she!’’ 


Squatting on the floor near the door of 
the shop. with a nearly naked baby, tubby 
and tattered with tinsel and baubles, tum- 
bling about her, Ali’s sister presented a 
loveiy picture. Her complexion was warm 
and delicateiy glowing; her hair, black and 
smooth, seemed to glisten with life, while 
her large eyes gazed with abstraction down 
the tempting thoroughfare. There was 
about her an air of pensive melancholy, of. 
unrest, of suppressed fire, that was tem- 
pered and rendered beautiful by the cold 
cameo fineness of her features, the undis- 
turbec tranquillity of her pose. 

Ali twitched nervously at my eibow, no 
doubt regretting his indiscretion, and 1 
passed on wondering at the destiny that 
left such genuime beauty to grow up in 
darkness in the back alley,of a bazar—to 
rear brown brats whose whole object in life 
would be to sell shoddy cloth, bits of tins 
and sweptmeats and to haggle shrilly over 
pice.

awakened to the greeting of the dusky 
damsels who brought the water for my 
bath, their broad sprayed feet flip-flopping 
on the stone floor, their eyes rolling under 
the dripping vessels poised on their kinky 
heads, the great red and vellow buttons in 
their stretched ears gleaming against vast 
expanses of brown skin, their colored 
hodrunks drawn tight about their sway- 
ing bodies and their betel-stained gums 
Showing in broad gains as each called in 
turn:

Q)ne day I saw a small fish, which a fish- 
erman had sold for seven pice, retailed for 
Seven thousand rupees because it was dis- 
covered that Allah had inscribed its scales 
with a sacred phrase from the Koran! On 
the edge of the town broad, palm-fringed 
football fields are. littered with youths in 
many-colored garbs like chips upon a green 
baize table; and under the protection of a 
grove of palms there rises a canvas tem- 
ple, reared for the great god of Mirth. 

Every night within this temple—where 
gather wrinkled Arab sailors from Muscat 
or Madagascar, or red-faced, burly English 
Sailors from where the Severn flows: black 
askaris from the Ulogoro hills; bearded 
sepoys from the Punjaub; hilarious Tom- 
mies from Battersea; precise Parsis in linen 
dusters, with round, varnished hats; squat- 
ting, half-naked Banians with loin cloths 
tucked betwen their knees; Goanese dressed 
like mid-Victorians and speaking Portu- 
Quese; Swahilis in red tarbushes and white 
Kanzas and immeasurable grins across their 
black faces; natives of Seychelles; aborigi- 
nal Wahadimu; Khojas and Japanese; old, 
young and middle-aged, their children, all, 
all wait with the same emotions the com- 
ing of the god. .And the high priest, 
Standing on a chair, waves for silence. 

He is sightless in one eyes, his cratered 
face indicating that smallpox was to blame. 
Oki blue-and-white striped pantaloons and 
well-worn sandals, a discarded tweed waist- 
coat, a dirty, badly rolled turban. set him 
Off and lend dignity to the impressively 
raised hands as he makes his announce- 
ments in a cracked voice in four languages, 
ending with Kis-swahili and English:

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acter. bluff, direct manner, formed his 
opinions after brief consideration and acted 
with decision. He was an hamal contrac- 
tor, engaged in supplying stevedores, 
hamals and women to sort and clean cloves 
and copra, drag the stuff in carts from end 
to end of the town, load it in barges and 
stow it in the holds of the big ships swing- 
ing in the roads. To carry on this work 
successfully, he had to have keen percep- 
tion, initiative and a profound knowledge 
of the native laborer. 

Often at night, when the “most costly 
roof in East Africa” suddenly became 
porous under a beating rain, threatening 
the’ destruction of thousands of sacks of 
cloves, | would send a messenger-——oid, 
black, blear-eyed Belalli, in a nightgown, 
sandals and red tarbush, Belalli, a pension- 
er, and once about the best ivory expert 
on the Black continent—I would send him 
Searching for Mahomet bin Ali, scurrving 
through the drenching Cownpour as anxious 
over the cloves aS a parvenu Over a String 
of pearls. Presently into the dark- 
ness of my room wauld come the Hadji, 
Silent and grave, his black beard dripping 
moisture, his smolcering eyes steady under 
the sopping turban, the hilt of his dagger 
gleaming with the wet. 

“Maharaban!” he wouid greet me. “What 
is the trouble now, eiftendi?’’ . . . And 
within twenty minutes the big godowns 
would be reverberating with the shouts and 
sones of coolies struggling in the glow of 
huge blazing lights to clear the threatened 
cloves. 

Whenever I ran into the Hadji at the 
clove market, I spent many pleasant mo- 
ments with him discussing the world and 
its people. Looking through the overfiow- 
ing godowns out to the open bay, where 
the great three-masted teakwood dhows 
congregated from every.corner of the In- 
diam ocean, and the rusted iron steamships, 
worn with trafficking, tugged wearily at 
their chains, and the small battered fish- 
ermen’s craft and outriggers from the main- 
land drifted about like chance-blown au- 
tumn leaves, we swung our heels under a 
hamal cart and let the world pass in re- 
view. 


VW E both knew Arab and Jewish traders 
' in Aden and along the Somali coast, 
and had dealings with Parsi merchants of 
Bombay. Mahomet had been ‘a veritable 
Sinbad, and told his tales as the story- 
tellers of old Bagdad told theirs: 

“There lived in the Hedjaz a merchant 
who was my uncle, and when I was a boy, 
niy father sent me to him to undertake a 
trip to Mogadishe. This voyage we car- 
ried camels to trade with the Somalis for 
goats, hides, bullocks, gum copal, kart, or 
whatever else might offer a profit in Aden 
or Medina.

And he indicates a little, weary, home- 
sick group, squatting by the shelter of a 
wall, gazing out to sea, or stealing curious 
glances at the all-important Indians and 
the black Swahilis shuffling and lounging 
past. They are Arabs from Oman, three 
youths and a girl. She is unveiled and has 
the wild. clean-featured beauty of the des- 
ert, with large, liquid eyes, and a skin that 
is warm end fresh; while the youths, come- 
ly and lithe, are pla:nly anxious to be off 
again. One glance tells us they have come 
in a dhow from the Persian gulf, picking 
their wav among the stars across the waste 
of the Indian Ocean,-trusting to Allah and 
every chance wind that blew. . ; 

Envy rises in me. 1, too, should like 
to sail those seas, master of. my dhow, 
and a plaything of the winds—to take my 
chance with Kismet on the open seas, while 
my heart leaped with life and my tongue 
sang songs as old as Hatriz:

The old days are passing when an adven- 
ture in the dark bazars ended often in the 
‘“hough!”’ of a dagger struck home, the 
thud of a falling body, the broken sigh of 
a defeated soul. It may still end so; but 
the intriguing mind finds other distractions, 
and long-cloaked figures crowned in high 
red tarbushes keep the law—within radius 
of the glow of arc lights. Besides there 
are Sufficient diversions beyond the cer- 
tain walls and the divans of the gamblers— 
the coffee stalls sell pink and yellow soda 
water, bottled by Hindus; electric lights 
make bright spots about the sukhs where 
farmer and fishermen swinging to their 
oars, the call of bugles across the waters, 
a banging of doors and bolts and little 
bursts of shrill laughter from the women 
in the godown below; and Ali, apologetic 
because of his big foot, bearing a tray of 
pineapples, orangse, bananas and mangoes, 
still cool with the dew of night—all indi- 
cate dawn, and another day. .

Primarily it applies to persons and only 
persons. We may speak of writings as in- 
spired, but only by a figure of speech, un- 
derstanding always that the writings is 
simply the record which has been given 
to us by an inspired person. Inspiration 
is the inbreathing of the Divine Spirit, 
which exalts the human spirit, stimulates 
the mental faculties and has its indirect 
result on the language used. That inspi- 
ration is personal is evident from the dif- 
ference of spiritual insight already referred 


.to. .There is the difference of spirtual in-

sight among the inspired writers. 
ual vision is in proportion to 
purity. 

T. T. Munger, speaking of the place 
of personality in inspiration, says: “We 
are getting to speak less of the inspired 
Book and more of the inspired men who 
wrote it; the quality or force of inspira- 
tion lying not so much in the form or 
even matter, of the things written, as in 
the writer himself—his relation to his age, 
the clearness of his thought, the pitch of 
his emotions, the purity of his spirit and 
the intensity of his purpose. We do not 
so much look into a’ book to find an in- 
fallible. assertion, as into the inspired au- 
thor, expecting to find trustworthy guid- 
ance and reflected inspiration; remember- 
ing, however, that though inspired by the 
Spirit, he is but an inspired man, knit to 
his age and race and conditions. The 
revelation, therefore, will have a two-fold 
character, it will be divine and human, the 
one conditioning the other; the only kind 
of revelation that could serve our needs, 
for the line of revelation from God to man

VI. 

There is the specific and preeminent 
quality of Biblical inspiration. While it 
is true that all inspiration has offe and the 
Same source in the Spirit of God, yet it 
is likewise true that Biblical inspiration 
Stands ditferentiated from the ordinary in- 
Spiration of the church, or of the great au- 
thors; or the leaders of other great reli- 
gious movements, Or even the great reli- 
gious leaders of the Christian faith, who 
do not stand historically related to the his- 
torical process of the revelation of God as 
completed in Jesus Christ. The inspired 
writers of the Bible have the peculiar and 
Special characteristic of belonging to a 
great organic spiritual movement which God 
began among the ancient Jews. and which 
culminated in Jesus Christ and the Apostles 
of the Christian church. 

George T. Ladd says: “This movement 
is a decidedly peculiar affair: nothing like 
it is to be found elsewhere in all human 
history. Accordingly, no other book like 
the Bible, which results from this move- 
ment, is to be found in all literature.” 

The Old Testament has a unique place 
in literature and a unique inspiration, since 
its history and prophecy and doctrine and 
worship are a preparation for Christ. The 
New Testament has a unique place in lit- 
erature and a unique inspiration, because 
writers were in close contact with the 
matchless personality of the Divine Christ.

On the whole, | preferred the old-fash- 
ioned prison’ The ‘‘model prison’? seemed 
to me Specially and beautifully designed to 
drive men mad and kill their humanity. It 
was spotlessly clean and provided with ex- 
cellent sanitary arrangements, washhouses, 


bakehouses, kitchens and workshops, but 
the whole system of the prison was ingeni- 
ously and, to my mind, devilishly construct- 
ed to keep each prisoner, except a favored 
few, in perpetual solitude. Once put into 
one of those little white cells, down one 
of the long white corridors, and a man 
would never see or talk with a fellow mortal 
again until his term of penal servitude ex- 
pired, never again, if he had a life sentence. 
There were men in that place who had al- 
ready served ten or fifteen or twenty years. 
Through a hole in the door they received 
their food or their day’s ration of work. 
To exercise them, a trap was opened at 
the end of their cell, so that they could 
walk out, like’a captive beast, into a little 
Strip of courtyard, divided by high walls 
from the strip on either side. Up above 
was the open sky, and the sunlight fell 
aslant upon the white-coated walls, but it 
was a cramped and barren space for a man’s 
body and soul. Perhaps it was no worse 
than other European prisons, possibly much 
beiter. But it struck me with a cold hor- 
ror, because of all those living beings iso- 
lated. in life-long silence, entombed.

they were allowed to have their cell doors 
open, and to converse with each other, for 
a short time. were 
locked m their separate cells. I spoke with 
a number of them, all men of high-sounding 
names and titles, but a melancholy, pale, 
miserable looking Spirits 
seemed quite broken by their long captivity.

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Good Cooking Depends a 
Great Deal on 


Seasoning 


The Herb Garden. 


OOD cooking depends so much 
upon seasoning and flavoring, 
why not sthen, to make a quick 
beginning, set aside a small cor- 
ner of your garden patch this 
year for the culture of a few 
herbs and spices which will go 
far toward improving the 
standard of your menus? 

Almost no knowledge of gardening is re- 
quired to make the lacy-leaved, spicy lit- 
tle green things that may be used for fla- 
voring grow and flourish. A box on the 
back porch or a few flower pots on the 
window sill, will supply enough for a small 
family, while, with a corner of the garden 
to spare for them, it will be possible to 
put away a. liberal supply for winter use. 

Parsley and chives are well-known fla- 
vors, but the convenience and delight of 
having them close at hand as a means of 
giving a new flavor to a salad or a differ- 
ent savor to a stew are not fully appre- 
ciated. If grown in the garden, they may 
be dried for winter use or transplanted 
when cool weather arrives to pots and 
kept green and flourishing all through the 
cold weather. Plant some tarragon in your 
garden and make your own tarragon vine- 
gar. 

Coriander, dill, horehound and penny- 
royal are easily grown and require but 
small space. Horehound and pennyroyal, 
once planted, need not be renewed _ for 
years, which is also true of chives and mint. 
Dill will give you a supply of those delici- 
ous pickles that are the making of many 
a picnic supper and the coriander 
seed will add new delights to the plainest 
of cookies and buns. 


F you have a mint patch in your garden, 
you are to be congratulated. Mint 
sauce and mint jelly, although excellent, 
are not the only refreshing uses for this 
herb. A Sprig of mint added to fresh green 
peas while they are cooking will impart a 
piquant flavor. Mint is also a delicious 
addition to ice tea or lemonade. Mint 
apple sauce is a novelty exceedingly good, 
the mint being used to produce flavor when 
apples are tasteless. Mint vegetables also 
make an agreeable change. Scrape two 
carrots, cut in slices and boil until tender. 
Meanwhile cook a cup of fresh peas, drain 
the vegetables, mix them and add one table- 
spoon of butter, one teaspoon sugar, one 
tablespoon chopped mint and a liberal dash 
each of pepper, salt and paprika. Serve 
in an open vegetable dish with a border of 
arsley. Mint ‘sauce is delicious if well 
onde. The mint should be chopped fine, 
covered with good cider vinegar, sprinkled 
very lightly with granulated sugar and cov- 
ered and placed in the refrigerator for half 
an hour before serving. Salt and pepper 
are not required, though a mere suspicion 
of each is an improvement. 

Summer and winter savory, sweet mar- 
joram, thyme and sage may be given a place 
in the herb corner of your’ garden, not 
only to add flavor and savor to your sum- 
mer cookery, but to store away for next 
winter's use. These herbs should be cut 
as soon as they blossom, tied in bundles 
and hung in a light, airy place indoors. 
When thoroughly dried, they may be 
crumbled, sifted through a coarse sieve and 
placed in bags or boxes in the cupboard. 

Rose geranium leaves placed on the bot- 
tom of the cake pan after it is greased and 
sprinkled with flour will impart a delicate, 
fascinating flavor to the plainest of cakes. 
Peel the leaves from the cake after it has 
cooled, leaving only the faint, indesecrib- 
able scent. Lemon verbena leaves may be 
used in the same way or the cake may be 
flavored with a combination of both. Either 
ot these leaves used separately or combined 
will transform your ordinary apple jelly 
into a delicious sweet if cooked in the sirup 
for a few moments. Two or three leaves 
will be ample for several quarts of jelly.

How to Make Window or 


Porch Boxes 


" \ cook rhubarb, cut it into” inch 

yi pieces and remove the stringy 
peel. Cook in a glass or. earth- 
en casserole dish in the oven 


until it is soft, adding just 
enough sugar to sweeten. This 
will give you a splendid prod- 
uct. 


bo not use the leaves of the rhubarb. 
And do not cook rhubarb in tin; the min- 
eral salt or acid content of the fruit re- 
acts upon the metal and sets up an ac- 
tive poison. 

To Prepare Rhubarb for Pies. 

Prepare the rhubarb and then sprinkle 
well with flour and add sugar and cook 
Slowly until tender. The addition of the 
flour will thicken the mixture. Then pour 
into the prepared pie plate and cover with 
pastry. Bake in a moderate oven _§ for 
twenty minutes. Pie made in this way is 
‘far superior to that made where the rhu- 
barb is cut and placed in the pie and then 
cooked. 

Rhubarb Short Cake. 


One pint flour, two tablespoons bak- 
ing powder, two tablespoons butter and 
one teaspoon of salt. Make into a soft 
dough with milk and bake in two layers, 
remove and spread with stewed rhubarb 
which has been sweetened and flavored 
with lemon, sprinkle top with granulated 
Sugar. Cover top with whipped cream if 
desired, 

Rhubarb Gelatine. 

To two cups of cold sweetened cooked 
rhubarb, add four tablespoons of gelatine, 
juice of one orange and one-half cup 
water. Add the gelatine to the mixture and 
then set aside for thirty minutes. Then 
heat slowly until the boiling point is 
reached, remove from fire and pour into 
a mould. When firm, unmould and serve 
with whipped cream. (Use a 
earthenware -.mould. ) 

Rhubarb and Tapioca Pudding. 

Wash one-half cup of tapioca in plenty 
Of water. Place in a glass baking dish and 
add four cups of cooked and sweetened 
rhubarb. Cook-in the oven until the ta- 
pioca is transparent or soft. Place a merin- 
gue on top made of the white of one egg. 
Cool and then serve. 

Rhubarb Cocktail. 

Place three tablespoons of rhubarb con- 
Serve in cocktail glass. Add layer of thin- 
ly sliced bananas and then a layer of shred- 
ded orange. Sprinkle with powdered sugar 
and top with whipped cream or © stiffly- 
beaten white of egg. Garnish with Mara- 
schino cherries. 

Rhubarb Conserve. 


Wash and peel and then cut the rhubarb 
into One-half inch pieces. Measure one 
quart of the cut pieces and place in a 
baking dish, adding one cup seeded raisins, 
two cups sugar. 

Do not add water; cover and cook un- 
til the fruit is tender, usually about forty 
minutes. 


The Secret of Boiled Icing. 

A fluffy, delicate icing is the crowning 
glory of any cake and the envy of all home- 
makers. Success in making such an icing 
depends largely upon boiling the — sirup 
just the right degree. If the Sirup is not 
boiled long enough, the icing will be ‘“‘run- 
ny’ and will not mound, while if it. is

A candy thermometer is almost indis- 
pensable to determine accurately when 
the right degree has been reached.

To make this use the same 
ijgredients in the same proportions as in 
plain, boiled icing. 3ring to same temper- 
ature. Remove from the heat and pour 
gradually over the egg-white beaten stiff. 
Then add the grated rind of one medium- 
Sized orange and continue the beating un- 
til the icing is creamy and thick enough to 
spread. Sprinkle grated orange peel over 
the surface of the iced cake when it is 
finished. 

Brown Sugar Icing. 

In a Saucepan place one cup of brown 
Place 
over a slow heat with the candy thermom- 
eter in position. Bring slowly to the boil- 
ing point, stirring until the sugar is dis- 
solved. Then simmer gently, without stir- 
ring, until the thermometer registers ex- 
actly .252 degrees F. Remove and proceed 
as in plain white icing. 


Sugar and one-half cup cold water. 


Chocolate Icing. 

Prepare as in plain boiled icing. When 
the sirup reaches 238 degrees F., remove it 
from the heat and add to, one beaten egg- 
white, beating constantly all the while. 
When all the sirup has been added, beat in 
quickly one square of melted chocolate 
and blend thoroughly until of the right 
consistency to spread on cake. Ore-half

Odds and Ends 
About the House 


HE idea seems to be that Silk 
pongee must be ironed damp, in 
which case it often spotted or 
Stiff or both. If the pongee gar- 
ment is allowed to dry thorough- 
ly and is then ironed on the 
wrong side, it will look like new. 

In stead of sewing snaps on 
thin material like organdy and voile, sew 
the snaps to a separate piece of the ma- 
terial, one-half inch wide after the edges 
are folded under. Then whip this strip on 
both edges to the material. The snaps put 
on in this way never show and do not 
cut through the material when it is ironed. 

In making apple pie, add three table- 
spoons of orange juice to the apples, it 
gives a delicious flavor. 

Keep a large basket handy and-place all 
the little articles that need pressing and 
when the iron is hot, the little things will 
not be forgotten. 

Tack a strip of heavy asbestos about 
nine inches wide across the end of the 
ironing board, you will find it more con- 
venient than the iron stand.

HERE are two distinct classes of 
window or porch boxes, the foil- 
age box and the flowering box.

There is no plant that quite gives the ef- 
fect of the trailing vinta major variegata 
with its perpendicular droop) and com- 
plete covering. There are a number of 
other vines of more informal and grace- 
ful habits that make excellent subjects for 
window boxes. -For a shaded position the 
wanderirag Jew, either in plain green, white 
or red and silver variegated forms, makes 
a mass of foliage completely trimming the 
box. 

Another deservedly popular vine is the 
English ivy for either sun or shade. -Com- 
bined with the green forms of the wander- 
ing Jew the contrast of its dark leathery 
leaves with light brilliant green is very 
decorative. An additional touch is given 
by the long sprays of the trailing lantana, 
although it does not bloom so freely in the 
shade. 

The thunbergia with handsome buff flow- 
ers with black throats is a fine trailerefor 
a window box in a shaded situation. 

A fine plant for a hot, fully exposed po- 
sition is the ice plant’ (mesembtyanthe- 
mum crystallinum) which has erystalline 
globules along its stems, resembling _ ice 
crystals. 

The chief feature in the small window 
box is the centerpiece and there gre a 
number of plants excellently adapted for 
the purpose. The handsomest for shady 
boxes is the fancy leaved caladium, potted 
bulbs of which are ready this month. Their 
handsomely mottled foliage gives the need- 
ed touch of color to lighten up a shady 
box.

make fine centerpieces. A small rubber 
plant is often used with good decorative 
results. The formal fountain like foilage 


of the pandanus, green and white striped, 
and the finer and the fairer diracaena are 
much used gnd ate ideal plants for the pur- 
pose. For contrast plants of the dusty 
miller are uSeful as high lights. 


RIGHT bits of color are added in shady 
boxes by the use of the begonias, the 
variety luminosa with its scarlet bloom be- 
ing very fine for the purpose. It is use- 
less to plant petunias in deeply shaded 
boxes, as they will furnish very little 
bloom. 
For sunshiny boxes the balcony type of 
petunia cannot be surpassed unless by the 
rosy morn type. Double and giant petu- 
nias are also beautiful plants for the same 
purpose, making up in their larger and 
more imposing flowers for the profusion 
of the single type. Geraniums are the 
old tavorites and nothing is more satisfac- 
tory or cheerful for the purpose. The 
lantanas in brillant orange, pink and _ lav- 
ender give myriads of their clustered 
bloom during the summer. Heliotropes, 
with their fragrant purple clusters and the 
snoQwy marguerites give a continual show. 

The brilliant foilage of the coleus needs 
the sun to bring out its gorgeous tints, 
while the shrubby and equally gorgeous 
crotons are fine for spartial shade. They 
like the sun, but sometimes are inclined 
to burn if too freely exposed. 

In planting the window box be sure that 
the soil is thoroughly fertilized at the start 
tor the boxes should be thickly planted to 
Secyre good effects and the root space is 
limited. Occasional waterings with liquid 
fertilizer are advisable to keep up the vigor 
of the growth. Drainage’is amply provid- 
ed in the window boxes by boring holes 
in the bottom. 

Where the box itself is exposed to the 
full force of the sun’s rays it is sometimes 
better not to use metal boxes, as they con- 
duct the heat readily, dry out quickly or

earthly way of knowing without tasting it. 


So you pour out one or two drops on a 


spoon and taste it. You look for some sage to flavor the stuffing for the roast shoulder 
of lamb and you find what looks like ground sage. You think it is, but the label 


from the package has disappeared. Therefore you dust out a little on your finger and 


taste it. 

Supper time comes for the four-year-old 
member of the family. You have cooked 
rice for him and after the child has been 
induced to stop playing and wash his hands, 
and has then been properly bibbed and 
sat down at the table, you give him the 
dish of rice with milk. He takes a few 
teaspoons and then stops, declaring that 
the rice ‘‘tastes funny.’ He thinks it ts 
sour. No, the milk isn’t sour, but the 
rice is “No good.” So you take a little 
from his dish on a fresh spoon and don’t 
need a second taste to discover that the 
funny taste comes from the omission of 
salt. You must have forgotten it. So you 
Sprinkle salt lightly over the rice in the 
dish, persuade the four-year-old that you 
have made it all right and when he tastes 
it again he agrees with you. 

So much for your sense of taste. Really 
the housewife’s tongue leads a pretty ac- 
tive life. 


y: ND the housewife’s nose! What would 

a housewife with no sense of. smell do, 
anyway? Most people could get along very 
well without one. There would be times 
acu one would almost sacrifice the pleas- 
ure of smelling sweet roses and violets 
for the inability to smell garlic in the 
crowded street cars and penetrating per- 
fume in church. But the housewife's sense 
of smell is very important. 


Often she can test food by smelling of 
it. In fact, she should allow her sense 
of smell to be very alert when it comes 
to testing meats, fish, eggs, and milk. In 
opening a can of any sort of tinned food 
she should remember that any = sort of 
“queer smell,” when the can is __ first 
opened, should condemn the contents of 
tlre tin. 

Sometimes the members of the house- 
wife’s family laugh at her a little because 
of her alert nostrils. She sniffs when she 
goes into the pantry or the kitchen and 
when she opens the refrigerator door. If 
her keen little nose detects something 
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wrong she knows no rest until 
She has found the source of it. . 
If she gets an unsatisfactory re- 
Sult when she sniffs the air in 
the cellar then she is not content 
until she has looked through every possi- 
ble corner and examined the plumbing for 
possible breaks or leaks. In the children’s 
bedrooms she is equally alert with her little 
organ of smeli. ‘“You’ve had something 
to eat in your room, Betty,’ she charges, 
and Betty confesses, to having bought a 
ready-made swiss cheese sandwich on her 
way home from the party last night. She 
was hungry and she made her escort buy 
it for-her. She knew her mother wouldn't 
want her to stop at a restaurant at that 
time of night. So she brought the sandwich 
home, and threw the crusts in the waste 
basket.”’ 

“They'll attract mice,’ is the mother’s 
verdict, and Betty is made to empty her 
waste basket promptly. 

“Somebody's been smoking in the at- 
tic,” is the verdict of mother’s nose after 
a trip to the top story of the house, and 
then: “Is there any one in this family who 
wants to smoke and hasn’t the nerve to 
do it in the living room or on the front 
porch? I'd much rather Tom would smoke 
there—though | do think he is” rather 
young—than in the attic where everything 
is aS dry as a tinder and he might drop 
a match or a cigarette end and set the 
whole house on fire.”’ 


"Se of course the housewife has ears 
. that are sharp—too sharp, perhaps, 
when the children are babies, and she is 
always imagining that she hears a cry or 
a cough. But the experienced housewife 
gets so she can tell every possible creak, 
or knock or slam in her house. She knows 
her son’s step on the front porch and 
though she may know precious little about 
the workings of motor cars, she will know 
just when her husband's car turns into 
the driveway. It iS a great convenience 
because then one can hurry up dinner ac- 
cordingly, without having to wait until the 
husband or son has actually arrived in the 
house. 

The Chinese tell us that there is a great 
deal of satisfaction to be gained from the 
sense of touch. It is a neglected sense 
Many persons are amazed tothink thatthere

The Draught 
That Is Essential 


ANY persons have a strong aversion to 
1 druggists, yet experts on ventilation 
tell us that draughts are essential to keep 
ga house well aired. It is not enough to 
have one window open unless there is some 
other way for the air to be drawn in or 
out of the room. Remember this is your 
plan for ventilating your house. 

An open fireplace or a register may serve 
as such an outlet. Some people stuff pa- 
pers up their fireplaces in summer to pre- 
vent the possible entrance of bats or birds. 
In so doing they check a useful current 
of air. 

Cross currents of air are always desirable 
in securing good ventilation, but you 
should remember that there should also 
be an up-and-down circulation of air. For 
this reason. it is highly desirable to keep 
some windows in your. cellars open. if 
you have a Skylight or a trap in your roof, 
open this every day. If you keep it open 
on warm summer nights you will feel the 
good effects at once. If you have an attic 
in your house open ove or two of the win- 
dows and then leave the attic door open 
when you want the best ventilation. This 
will tend to establish the highly desirable 
up-and-down current of air through your 
house. 

Very free ventilation in the kitchen is 
highly desirable. If you have 2 cook with 
an old-fashioned antipathy for draughis, 
you will feel the effect in the dining room 
if not in other parts of your house. 

Sometimes draughts are very annoying. 
If you sit at your desk it is irritating to 
have a craught that blows your papers 
agbout. When you are doing dressmaking 
is there anything more irritating than to 
have a breeze that plays havoc with your 
paper patterns? In such pursuits one may 
be excused for cutting off the current that 
makes the draught. But when you are 
going about your household tasks, putting 
rooms to rights, making beds, sorting the 
laundry and doing the hundred and one 
daily tasks that make tp vour ¥ 
the draught really does not disturb your

Troublesome 


NLY one thing can be Said in favor ot 

ants when they appear in the kitchen 
—they are not apparently direct carriers 
of disease. We have learned to dread flies 
not only because they buzz and crawl and 
annoy us generally but because it has been 
shown conclusively that they are carriers 
of disease germs. The fact that there are 
flies in and about your house usually indi- 
cates negligence, if not actual filth, but 
ants sometimes appear in houses where 
such conditions do not exist. Sometimes 
in new houses they appear, coming out of 
floors or woodwork where they have pre- 
viously nested. Needless to say, only the 
negligent -housewife permits them to re- 
main guests within her house. 

An old-fashioned rule for getting rid of 
ants calls for 2 sponge Slightly moistened 
and sprinkled well with sugar. The sugar 
should be sprinkled into the pores of the 
sponge aS much as_ possible. Put the 
sponge on a plate as near as you can esti- 
mate the nest of ants. hen of course 
keep all other food out of the way. The 
ants will come out and crawl into the 
sponge to feast on sugar. When you are 
fairly satisfied with vour catch, take your 
plate and sponge deftiy away and destroy 
it. 

Sometimes ants come in from out-doors. 
If there is a chance of this be sure that 
there is no possible bait in the way of 
crumbs of sugar on your kitchen porch 
or floor. There are sometimes ants on the 
green vegetables—rhubarb and carrot tops, 
corn husks, and even lettuce. A good 
plan is to examine such vegétables before 
taking them indoors. The green stalks 
and tops that are to be discarded should 

be brought into the kitchen 

Borax is the housewife’s standby in 
keeping away pesis of various sorts. 
Sprinkle it about your sink and_ drain 
boards. tables and shelves and ants will

And the four or six cause just as much confusion in the kitchen, 


Remember this, too, that unless you 


are quite Sure you are going to go on can-% 


ning vear after year, it is quite foolish to buy the jars and other containers needed for 


a single year’s canning. 
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The Vital Question cf 
the Home 


HERE is certain respect due to a 
person’s home that should never 
be overlooked. And it is a fact 
that in the social life of a voung 
woman this question of home is 
inore important than it is in a 
young man. 


The fact that a young woe 
man’s home is humble or poor really does 
not make any differcace. 

lf a young man wishes to cultivate the 
acquaintance of a young woman, wants to 
take her to dances or the theater, he ought 
to call upon her at her home first. Thus 
the well-bred young man prefaces his in- 
vitations with a request to call upon her. 
This is an old-fashioned rule. 

Nowadays many old-fashioned rules in 
the question of the friendships of young 
men and women have been thrown into 
the junk heap, but this has been retained. 


By calling upon a young woman before 
taking her to the theater or other places 
of amusement, a young man shows his 
willingness to meet her parents or other 
members of her family, and he shows his 
respect for the girl. To be quite frank, he 
Shows that he wants to proceed with his 
friendship with the girl in an honorable 
manner. 

Now just because the girl’s home is very 
humble is no reason why this form need 
be waived. To call at the home of some 
friend of the girl whose home is more pre 
tentious isn’t the same thing.

In the family of but two there is less 
Often true economy in honre canning than 
in the large family. Two persons can sel- 
dom finish a whole quart of any sort of 
canned fruit—pints or half pints are the 


best for them. Besides their requirement 


for any one sort of canned goods is usual- 
ly sight. There is seldom economy in can- 
ning any sort of fruit or vegetables unless 
vou are going to need enough to buy in 
large quantities. That is unless you can 
make use of an entire bushel basket of 
grapes there is poor economy in puiting 
up any sort of grape preserves. Even the 
family of two can usually make use of a 
good many jars of canned tomatoes and 
quart jar of them can be made use of be- 
fore they spoil—first as stewed tomatoes, 
and then as tomato soup or tomato sauce 
for a meat dish, 


B' quite sure of the taste of your family. 

Sometimes you or some one in your 
household tastes a-sort of home-made pickle 
or conserve at a friend’s table and ‘finds it 
delicious. You beg the recipe and when 
the season comes tor making it you buy 
the wherewithal to make twenty or thirty 
jars of ii—little knowing that it is the sort 
of pickle or conserve of which you will 
tire very quickly. Remember this, too: 
Phat very much better ready-made canned 
things can be bought now than in the days 
of our grandmothers. Excellent catsup and 
other tomato sauces can be bought, and 
one bottle lasts a small family quite a time. 
fo make these things yourself for a small 
family cannot effect much of an economy 

if any. 

lf you have fruit trees or 2 vegetable 
garden, then your canning problem takes 
on anew phase. Moreover, it may be that 
you live adjacent to a fruit or vegetable 
growing territory where at certain times of 
the year the market for certain products 
is glutted. Maybe you have a car of your 
own and can pick up fruits and vegetables 
for a song at times of abundance. The cost 
of transportation you need not charge 
against the cost of the fruit because you 
get them in the course of a country out- 
ing. There is usually a time in suburban 
communities when rich ripe tomatoes can 
be bought for a small amount. Often they 
are too ripe for transportation to city mar- 
keis and the farmers are glad to get rid 
of them at small cost—and these rich. ripe, 
luscious tomatoes are just rigut for can- 
ning.

How to Make a Lawn i 


Here is a lawn bench any boy can 
make with three tools— hammer, 
Saw, and square. It is easy to put 
together, makes a dandy bench to 
put in the garden, and will stand 
rough handing. 

Cut out the two end pieces ac- 
cording to the pattern. When this 
has been done, make the one front 
and two back stretchers and fasten 
the five parts together with 8 penny- 
wetght nails. If posible, use screws 
as they will make the bench strong- 
es than nails. 


After the five pieces are fastened 
together properly make the back 
braces, the arms, and the two-by- 
fours. Fasten these two-hy fours to 
the end pieces with long nails. The 
arms are then fastened to the top, 
while the back braces go in place 
under the arms. 

Next, measure up from the two- 
by-fours and nail a cleat, 9” long, to 
each end piece. These cleats are to 
support the seat. The braces under 
the seat should next be nailed to the 


cleats and the seat fastened in place 
with screws. Three coats of yrceen 
paint will make a finished job of the 
bench and it will be protected from 
the weather sufficiently. 

If nails are used in making the 
bench, clinch them by driving any 
projecting points over on their sides 
into the wood. In clinching, be 
careful not to knock the head of the 
nail out while pounding the point on 
its side. e
